It will act as a new heart to Jewry the world over, 
infusing into it strong and vigorous blood enriched by the treasures 
of learning, which have been safeguarded and maintained throughout 
the ages by our people,

wanderers in their name and on their behalf. And _ the 
Average American, who is not only smart and ‘cute but is, too, 
informed by a strong vein of sentiment, is kindly and good- 
hearted and has an almost inordinate love for contributing 
to the happiness of others, is now having forced upon him 
true sense of the enormities of the Alien Immigration regula- 
ions to which his Parliament consented a few months ago. He sees 
bat the stringency then adopted infinitely exceeded the precautions 
bat are reasonably necessary for what be thinks are the needs of

bis own protection, and that they thus overflow into an instrument 
of hardebip which he cordially detests.

Weshall watch the working of the leaven not without 
anxiety and with the keenest possible interest; for America holds 
within the folds of its restrictive measures the lives and destinies 
of thousands and thousands of our brethren—fellow-creatures of its 
great people.

Appeal for New Quarters for the Nurses. 


From the Right Hon. the LORD MAYOR. 
To the Editor of THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE, 


SIR, May I call your attention to the very urgent appeal of the 
Metropolitan Hospital for funds to enable it to build and equip a suitable 
Home for its Nursing Staff, who are now housed in old and dilapidated 
cottages adjacent to the Hospital. The condition of these coftages is 
deplorable as, besides being very damp and unsuitable for the purpose, 
they are beyond repair, and a sum of £50,000 will be required to rebuild 
on the present site. 

The Hospital was founded in 1830 in Devonshire Square in the City ; 
in 1886 it was transferred to Kingsland Road, where the poorest in London 
are tended and nursed back to health. Accidents iu this neighbourhood 
are of such frequent occurrence that the present accommodation for these 
cases is totally inadequate, and it has been decided to add a new Casualty 
Ward and Receiving OMice, which will form part of the new building to 
be erected. 

May I, as President of the Hospital, appeal to your readers to support, 
as generously as they can, this most urgent and necessary work.

T 2 Mr. Basil L. Q. Henriques, few know East Ena Jewry 


better or more intimately. From the particular religic us 

doctrines he inculcates and propagates many, of course, 

disagree. But none, I imagine, will challenge his 
enthusiasm, his zeal, his energy and hie devotion, in the cause 
to which he has given his life. The Warden ot the St. George's 
Settlement has made the social and religious up- litt of East End 
Jewry his whole existence. He lives and moves and has his being 
among them. He has taken upon himself the onerous task of counter- 
ing to some extent, at least, the conditions and the circumstances in 
which they are placed, to supply by the Organisation he has set 


up, some of the thinge these people lack, and which by any other 
means they could not attain to. 
* 


His self-imposed endeavour is a strange piece of communal 
romance. It reveals more strongly than any other circumstance 
I can recall, the blood bond that subsista between Jew and 
Jew, however separated they may be through the accident 
of history. Mr. Henriques is of the West Western, of 
England English, as Jewe go. The name of Henricus appears 
in what purports to be a list of the original Jewish settlers 
in thie country under the leadership of Menasseh ben Israel, 
and a forbear of our East End worker was one of the earliest 
Presidents of the Deputies. His family were prominent in the 
Reform Movement of some eighty or ninety years ago, out of which 
grew the West London Synagogue of British Jews. His own religious 
upbringing was as far removed as is conceivable from that of the 
average East End Jew, while his education was derived from one of 
the great English Universities. And yet this young man, for he is 
still a young man, felt drawn to his brethren in East London. 
He looked upon their moral and spiritual burdens and determined 
to go unto the Pharaoh whose taskmasters of untoward conditions 
were oppressing them, and demand that his people should be let go. 
To that task he hae sanctified his career; for that he determined 
to fling away every other ambition, and he moils and toils at it 
with that power and spirit that come only to him who is 
conscious of doing the Will of hie Father that is in Heaven.

Surely the opinion of such a man with such experience of the 


East End Jew must be invaluable, especially at such a time as this 


when our brother of the drab streets and the mean alleys is being 
submitted to a public reprobation which many of us feel is induced 
by bigoted prejudice and woeful ignorance. Mr. Henriques is not 
likely to suffer from undue bias in their favour, as he judges Jews 
who, in their habits and manners, their education, their breeding, 
are as unlike those that have produced the Warden of the St. 
George s Settlement as chalk is unlike cheese, though the initial 
letters of both are the same. Nor, on the other hand, can it 
be supposed that the man who is giving his life unto them 
and their well-being will be prejudiced against these strangers 
in the land. Well, a week or so ago he devoted a pulpit address 
to the recent articles that have appeared in the TIMES con- 
cerning East End Jewry; and if we would, as it were, disentangle 
what he said by way of testimony about our brethren who dwell 
on the other side of Aldgate Pump from the plea which, quite 
understandably, ran through his address for support of the Settle- 
ment of which he has the charge, we have some important 
particulars rendered by the man than whom no one knows East 
End Jewry better or more aspen 
— 
Some conclusions Mr. . drew for the purposes of his 
addrees I will quote here in his own words: 
; - When the author of the articles declares that “the alien 
- pas degraded the local standard of living,” he says something 
that is grossly antrue. In fact, the standard of living among the 
Jews is considerably higher than many of their Gentile neighbours. 
Never does the Jew descend to the level of his neighbour in his 
standard of living. One never sees a Jewish child without boots or 
stockings, and when the parents cry that the family is starving, they 
mean that the children have not sufficient to eat. I have never come 
across a really starving Jewish family. 
Then, secondly, it is most unkind and cruel to suggest that the 
alien likes squalor and overcrowding. The Jews in the East End of 
London are human beings, like anybody else, and nothing could be 
more wrong than to say that any man or woman can be satisfied to 
; Been as no human being should be allowed to live. , 
Again, be is wrong in saying that the Jew lives in greater filth or 
ee conditions than his neighbour. - It is almost impossible for 
a mother to keep the nome clean when, as ig 80 often the case, there 


is a family of eight living in two rooms, but I do not believe for one 


moment that the Jews are any more insanitary than are their Gentile 
neighbours. 


Nor, again, is it correct to say that there is more overcrowding. 10 


is equally true of all people living in slum areas, though the position 
of the alien Jew is rendered somewhat more difficult by the fact that. 
as an alien, he has greater trouble in getting other and better 
accommodation for himself and his children. 


I am not so certain that he is right in saying that gambling Is 
_ Worse among the foreign Jews. It is their greatest vice. It has the 
same effect on the home as drink has upon the home of his neighbour, 
and I have seen more misery caused through gambling than througb 
anything else in my part of London. 
This seems completely to answer the Ties articles, For Mr, 
Henriques shows that the Jews in East London are, if anything, in 
the things that matter, of a higher status than are the inhabitants 
surrounding them, that they sre not blemished with some of tho 
faults that mark the average non-Jew of the district and, as 
regards what Mr, Henriques calle “ their greatest vice,’ they surely 
share it, as everyone knows, as Jews, with their brethren in whatever 
station of life these may be placed. There is one point that Mr: 
Henriques has omitted, probably because it was such an obvious 
one to the audience he was addressing. I think it right, however, 
to supply the omission ; and I have not the remotest doubt that he 
would be the first to agree implicitly with what I say. The Jew in 
East London is practically never a drunkard, as, unhappily, is the pre- 
vailing characteristic of his environment. That, to my mind, goes to 
the very root of the difference between him and bis Gentile neighbours, 
and accounts for hiscomparativesuperiority. The virtues, positive and 
negative, Mr. Henriques attributes to the Jewa who have been 
pilloried by the Times, are traceable, I have not the remotest doubt, 
mainly to sobriety, which is a distinctively Jewish virtue. 
* * * 


What, then, is left of the Times indictment? Mr. Henriques. 
after having demolished it as he has, reduced it to sheer powder, 
such as results from Dead Sea fruit, when crushed in the hollow 
of the hand, seems altogether unconscious of his feat. 
Because he goes on to say that, notwithstanding bis 
experience, of which the telle us, of the East End Jew 
the Times articles do exhibit a real problem.’ That 
problem, he declares, “lies in the aloofness, on the part of the 
the Jew, in his non-assimilation.’ He believes, moreover, that the 
Times articles were written, not because our people, against whom 
they were directed, are Jews but because they are foreigners and 
because they deliberately keep aloof from their Gentile neighbours.”

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Jam somewhat tied for space and this subject is a big one, so I will 
not stop to show Mr. Henriques, as I think I could, how entirely 
mistaken he is in his conclusion upon this point and ia his estimates 
of the Times articles and their purpose.

But I would like just to ask this good man whether he has 
given the consideration due to this matter before expressing 
an opinion upon it. You see, Mr. Henriques is in one position 
when he details the facts that have been presented to him 
concerning Edst End Jewry through his personal contact with those 
comprising it. He is in a totally different one when he ven- 
tures upon deduction and matters of mere personal opinion. In 
one case, he must be an obviously reliable witness. In the other, 
the value of his evidence is dependent upon his powers of ratio- 
cination; and these, it seems to me, are singularly deficient. lu 
what sense does Mr. Henriques wish our brethren in the East 
Eud to assimilate? I am sure he does not wish them to infest 
the drinking dens, to spend there earnings with which they now 
buy boots for their children, muddling their brains and destroying 
their bodies and souls with excessive alcohol. He does not wish 
them, from whatever cause, to be careless of their wives and little 
ones and, instead of guarding and loving them, as does the average 
Jewish husband and father, allowing their children to starve and 
beating the mothers who bave borne them. He does not wish them to 
live in such conditions of squalor and over-crowding, as he kaows 
well enough can be found in their direst extremities among non 
Jews rather than among Jews. Ile is not anxious to see their lives 
passed in filth or insanitary conditions, moral as well as physical. 
of which some appalling examples are constantly brought to 
him. In these senses, surely, Mr. Henriques must rejoice and 
be glad that thes» brethren of ours are keeping aloof from 
their Gentile neighbours, and are not assimilating and learning 
their ways. It may be awkward, it may be a source of jealousy 
and consequent annoyance, for a nation to see within its own 
borders an alien population living its own separate life, toemploy 
the language used in a Leading Article in the Tines. But 1 
must join issue with Mr. Henriques when he says that “to any 
country this must be undesirable, and we can appreciate any attack 
against this state ot affairs. Does he really mean to say that, when 
he shows how the Jew in the East Eud is an infinitely better citizen 
of the country—taking him from that point of view only—than is 
the average denizen of his environment? If the alternative is that 


our people shall be aloof, as Mr. Henriques shows they are aloof, or 


that they shall assimilate and become manifestly such as they would 
soon become, then every man and woman of sense and assurediy 
every Jew of proper feeling, would urge aloofaess at all costs. 

> 


One of the points of “ aloofaess to which Mr. Henriques directed 
attention was the language question. “They speak their owu 
language! exclaims Mr. Henriques. He means that they do not 
speak English. Does the average East Ender? Does Mr. Henriques 
think that any man coming here from a foreign country, a gta 
man, is going to learn to speak English, as he ‘himself was 
taught at his University to enunciate the greatest language on earth? 
I do not know what Mr. Henriques thinks about it. I dont know to 
what extent he is a philological purist. I am not but I would 
infinitely prefer hearing any language spoken properly, be it Yiddish 
or Dutch or Chinese—what you will—rather than English as it is 
murdered and mutilated by the inhabitants among whom the Jew 
from abroad lives in the East End of London. It is that English’ 
that Mr. Henriques deplores their not speaking. Yet if they 
possibly could by some means acquire an University:intonation thev 
would surely be as much “aloof” with their English as to-day they 
are with their Yiddish. There is no necessity for me to point out 
to Mr. Henriques either, that he is making upon the East End alien 
born Jew, in asking him to speak English with fluency and correct 
ness, as impossible a demand as he would make if he insisted upon 
it in the West End Jew, the rich and wealthy Jew born in some 
_ foreign country who inhabits ane of the mansion palaces iu the 

western or northern parts of the town. 


But now see again the inconsistent reasoning which the escellent 
Wardeu permits himself. He cries out-to the Jew of the East End 
to assimilate, and in virtually the same breath—and now he is 
giving us experience, facts—about the breaking of the Sabbath by 80 
many of our-brethren in the East End, of the lure to them on 
Friday evenings of the pictures and the dancing rooms, the 
theatres and the music halle, which make them spurn and reject and 
despise the family circle, the Sabbath candles, the white cloth and 
the Aiddush—all the ceremonial with which traditionally the Jow 
meets the Sabbath bride. Well, but then, is not this precisely 
because these Jews of whom he speaks have not ‘kept aloot 
from their non-Jewish surroundings but have assimilated 
to their Gentile environment? Mr. Henriques commentia ‘the 
words: in the Leading Article of the Ties, which declared that a 
change such as that journal would like to see would be desirable. 
It demanded a breaking down of the aloofness, an ending of the 
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established British Jews" by educating the Fast End, can along 
effect. Mr. Henriques knows as well as any of us and better 
than most, how Jewish home after Jewish home throughout the 
West End, never sees a thread of the white cloth of the Sabbath, 
never hears even a word of the Sabbath, Aiddush; and that there 
the Sabbath candles never burn ! 


And yet at the end of his address, Me. Henriques, Jew as he ig 
at core, gave the only sensible answer possible to the Times articles, 
Standing in a West End Synagogue, in a Reform pulpit, here 
was this young man of the West Western, of England English, 
as Jews go, exclaiming the sum of the matter. We were all 
aliens once,’ was his adjuration. ‘We are bound together to our 
alien brothers here by history, tradition, and by religion. ‘Their 
ains, their faults and their sorrows must be ours. There 
can in this country be no distinction between the rich Jew 
aud the poor, the alien, the naturalised and the Englisi-born: 
for wo are all Israelites.’ We Jews in this country were 
all aliens once—-we or our not very distant forbears. Mr. Henriques 
isright! Wecan their safely leave the problem raised by the Times 
articles, like the whole campaign against the alien Jew, just at 
that, if only because the Times expresses itself as satisfied, if not 
enamoured, with the community that has resulted. It is ever un- 
wise to pull up plants by their roots to see how they are growing. 
And this is substantially what the Times articles did. 


— 


A Two-Edged Plea. 


Attention is called to the fact that when recently some Jews 
were found guilty of Long Firm frauds, Counsel who appeared for 
one of them urged in mitigation of sentence that the prisoner had 
been Warden of a Metropolitan Synagogue for many years. It is 
thought that such a plea might in some way do damage to the Com- 
munity. It so, it seems to me that infinitely more damage would be 
likely to be done to the prisoner himself. I recollect how, on one 
occasion, when on Assize, the late Mr. Justice Day had before him for 
sentence a man convicted of a bad offence, and a like plea was sub- 
mitted on his behalf with a view to inducing the learned Judge to deal 
lightly with him. And I remember the Judge addressing the prisouer 
in something like the following words: “ Your Counsel has asked me 
to take into consideration in awarding you punishment for the 
crime of which you have been convicted the fact that for some time 
you acted as local Churchwarden. I propose to do nothing of the 
kind, and that in your own interest. Because if I did, I think it 
would induce me to panish you even more drastically than I 
intend to. Who knows whether you were not carrying out the 
gacred duties of Churchwarden while you were carrying on, too, 
the nefarious practices that are now brought home to you? Who 
knows indeed whether you did not undertake the office of Church- 
warden only so that you might deceive the public as to your true 
Character? No! it would not be fair to you for me to be guided in 


the painful duty that now falls upon me by what your Counsel has 


urged, and I therefore dismiss it entirely from my mind.” 

Not every Judge, I imagine, is as impartial and as judicial as 
was Justice Day, although his severity on the Bench gained him the 
sebriquct of the Day of Calamity.” And so the plea referred to 
might do a hapless prisoner much more harm than good. As to its 
effect in the present instance mentioned on public opinion concern. 
ing the Community, I cannot see that it is likely to be very extensive, 
Because there was no doubt about the prisoner being a Jew, and so 
the plea was not likely to have informed people of the fact who 
otherwise would have been ignorant of it. All possible harm had 
already accrued by the conviction ; for everyone knows that Wardens, 
whether of the Synagogue or of the Church, are not, before being 
admitted to office, called upon for proof of their moral integrity. 
On the contrary, financial credit has in most cases a great deal more 
to do with this particular honour. , 


The Deputies and Aliens. 

The letter which Lord Rothschild sent to the Times, impuguing 
the allegations that had been made in that paper against Alien Jews. 
has been spoken of as a new departure so far as the Deputies, on 
whose behalf the letter was written, are concerned. This is whatJ 
would term a capital mistake. For the embryonic formation out of 
which the Deputies developed was itself brought into being for thevery 
purpose of serving the Cause of alien members of the community. 
In 1746, the House of Peers in the Irish Parliament rejected for the 
second time a bill that had been passed by the Irish House of 
Commons “ for the Nationalisation of persons professing the Jewish 
religion,” who were then regarded as aliens. There were not many 
Jews at the time in Ireland, but the Bevis Marks Synagogue felt thera 
was a great principle at stake, and so set up what they called “A 
Committee of Diligence,“ whose business it was tu be to represent 
the interests of the Nation ( Nation here meant the community 
dt is as well to interpolate); and to seize every opportunity to 
establish its freedom.” 8 

Fivo persons constituted the Committee — Benjamin Mendes 
‘Ga ‘Costa, who became President, Daniel J. Rodriguez, Jacob

Mr. LEON BAKST (Paris). 


The death occurred in Paris last Saturday, at the age of fifty-eight, of 
Mr. Léon Bakst, the famous Russo-Jewish theatrical designer, who bas 
won fame by his work in connection with the Russian Ballet. The 
deceased, who was a native of Leningrad, claimed to be directly 
descended from King David. As an artist whose principal medium 
was the theatre, he won world-wide fame. His colouring was 
rich and voluptuous, but he practised the severest simplicity of 
Une. To English audiences he is best known from his association 
with the Russian Ballet, for which bis first designs were for 
the ballets, Scheherazade and “Cleopatra.” The deceased was an 


Officer of the Legion of Honour, and had received many public bonours 
throughout Europe. 


MR. MAX SILVERMAN (Aberdare). 


In the passing away of Mr. Max Silvorman, of Aberdare, the community 
bas lost a very valued member, The deceased, who was sixty-five ycars 
of age, was a native of Skood, in Courland (Lithuania), but had resided 
practically the whole of his life at Aberdare, where he was the lite 
and soul of the congregation. He was well known and highly respected 
by everyone, and led a pious and upright life. For many years, he 
was a warden of the Aberdare congregation, of which he was one of the 
pioneers. Of a most benevolent character, bis Judaism was sincere. 
He was ever a lover of peace, was of a self-sacrificing, exemplary nature, 
and his unobstrusive acts of kindnees will ever be remembered. The 
poor and the needy will especially miss a kind friend. 


Mr. LEWIS HENRY ARONSON (Bangor). 


The death of Lewis Henry Aronson brings to a close an association 
with Bangor of a fall century, commencing with John Aronson, the 
father, the firat Jew to settle in the city. When the present synagogue 
was founded by Mr. Morris Wartski, Lewis Aronzon warmly supported 
the movement, and Lewis Aronson was appointed President, which 
office he filled until the last few years of his life. The deceased 
frequently referred to the death of a Spanish Consul at Holyhead, who 


made a request in his will that he should be buried among Jewe. Mr.“ 


Aronson, as the only Jew resident in North Wales at the time, was 
approached. He took charge of the necessary arrangements and travelled to 
Dublin with the body, banding it over for burial to the Jewish community 
there. The respect Lewis Aronson earned from all classes in the city did 
much to uplift the dignity of the little congregation. He is survived by 
two daughters.—From Mr. ISIDORE WARTSKI.

Me. ISAAC BERLINER (Bournemouth). 


The Jewish community of Bournemouth bas sustained a severe loss 
in the death of one of its most prominent members, Mr. I. Berliner, on 
December 24th.

His loss will be 
felt not only by the family who mourn him, but also by a large circle of 
friends and acquaintances who realise the sterling worth of the man 
Whose. useful lite is now ended. He was a most honourable and upright 


Jew, a man of much kindliness of heart, of sterling character, greatly 


and deservedly respected by all who know him. There was about hima 
charm of manner and a pleasant disposition that drew people to him with 
cords of love. Our heartfelt sympathy goes out to his aged widow, who 
bas been his faithful helpmate for over sixty years, and to his sons 
and daughter. an.

Fernandes Nunes, Jacob de Moses Franco and Jacob Mendes 
Pacheco. The Committee does not appear to have accomplished 
anything substantial, even in the particular matter for which 
it was specially appointed. But until 1760, when the Bevis Marks 
Synagogue elected a certain number of their body as “ Deputies 
of the Portuguese Nation (which meant the Sephardi Congrega- 
gation), called colloquially Deputados, the Committee of Diligence” 
was the only Jewish body in this country which concerned itself 
with the affairs of Jews outside the particular synagogues of which 
those comprising them were members. It will thus be seen how the 
Deputies originated in a sense of duty towards fellow-Jews who 
were aliens; precisely, in fact, what impelled Lord Rothschild te 
write his letter to the Times, 


to enable the charities to meet their needs. “Rafe,” as he was 
affectionately known, suffered throughout his lifo from a painful 
perve malady, bat he forgot his own troubles and found joy in 
bringing bappiness into the lives of others. His charity knew no 
bounds; the widow, the orphan, the sick, and the poor all touched his 
heart, and he helped them to the utmost of his capacity. An active 
Freemason, he attached himself to the Friars Lodge, and later became 
a founder of the Mandate Lodge, of which he was Treasurer. Through 
his instrumentality a bed was endowed at the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum, and steps are already on foot to perpetuate his memory at that 
institution, which claimed his particular solicitude. His life, a fine 
example of unselfish devotion to the community, will remain a pleasant 


memory to the very large circle of friends who held him in the highest 
esteem.

A TOLSTOI REMINISCENCE. 

To do homage to the everlasting memory of the famous Rabbi Mase 
for his constant and self-eacrificing efforts on behalf of our people is the 
work of the future historian. 

At his untimely grave we cau only express feelings of sadness at 
losing his services. The void Rabbi Mase's death creates can be gathered 
from something the great author Tolstoi tells us about him. 

It is well known that Rabbi Mase was the Hebrew tutor of the Russian 
philosopher, and in his masterpiece, * My Religion,” Tolstoi writes: 

“Some time ago I was readiug in Hebrew the fifth chapter of 
Matthew with a Jowish Rabbi. At nearly every verse the !tabbi 
said, this is in the Bible, or this is in the Talmud, and he showed me 
in the Bible, and in the Talmud sentences very like the declaration 
of the Sermon on the Mount. When we reached the words: Resist 
not evil,’ the Rabbi did not say: this is in the Talmud, but he asked 
me, witha smile. Do the Christians obey this command? Ho they 
turn the other cheek? I had nothing to say in reply, especially as at 
that particular time. Christians, far from turning the other cheek, 
were smiting the Jews upon both cheeks. [| asked him if there were 
anything similar in the Bible or in the Talmud. No,’ he replied, 
‘there is nothing like it, but tell me do the Christians obey this 
I could say nothing in reply to the Rabbi.

The CHAIRMAN brought up a recommendation of the Executive Com.

Shuter, Secretary to tho Bcefh Din, had been submitted to the 
Judge, who had expressed his approval, 

The recommendation was agreed to. 

Considerable discussion was evoked by a recommendation of the 
Executive Committee to make a grant of £25 to the Milvah at Bayswater. 
To this Mr. LEOPOLD FRANK moved an amendment to make the grant 
£50. He stated that over 1,000 visits had been paid to the Mista“ last 
year. 

On the demand of Mr. F. D. BENJAMIN, one of the Treasurers, under 
the Standing Orders, the’*matter was referred back to the Executive 
Committee. 

Authority was given to the Dalston Synagogue to procoed to the elec.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMML 


.CCLXXI.—Some Parallel Passages. 
My D&AR COUSIN, 


The question has often been considered, Why did not the Jews accept 
Christianity? The Greco-Roman world saw in the new religion high 
moral teaching ; ; were the Jews morally inferior to the Gentiles? Orwas 
it that the Jews rejected Christianity out of sheer stubbornness? Would 
it not have been a good thing for them if they had been, as it is popularly 
termed, converted? How much suffering they might have avoided ! 
How their lot might bave been cast in pleasant places! A goodly propor- 
tion of anti-Semitism is due to the “ disbelief ot the Jews, and if only 
the Jews bad accepted Jesus, there might have been no anti- Jewish 
feelings or excesses to record in the pages of history. 


I say “ might have been,” for the annals of the Church during the last 
two thousand years are not marked wholly by the high moral standard of 
him who is claimed as its founder. Modern authorities on early Church 
history regretfully admit that even among the earliest propagandists of 
the new religion there is but little appeal to morality and ethics. But be 
that as it may, there is no gainsaying that the ethics taught by Jesus 
were the Jewish ethics of hisday. His message brought nothing new to 
Jews, and perhaps that is one of the reasons why they were not as meres 
by his teaching as were the Gentiles. 

This may be brought home to the man in the street by * 
passages from the Gospels and from Jewish literature. Needless to 
say the attempt has often been made by Jews and Christians alike. 
In the following illustrations I have put down parallel passages which I 
have myself noted those from the New Testament are in italics. 


1. Hlessed are the poor in spirit. Hlessed are they that mourn. Blessed 
are the meek. Blessed are they that hunger and thirst after righteousness. 
Blessed are the merciful. Blessed ave the pure in heart. Blessed are the 
peacemakers. 

All these are essentially Jewish ideals, enunciated in early and later 
Jewish writings. “Thus saith the bigh and lofty one that inhabiteth 
eternity, whose name is holy: I dwell in the high and holy place, but 
with him also that is of a contrite and humble spirit.” 

“The meek shall inherit the eartb, and shall delight themselves in 
the abundance of peace.”. 

“Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lord? And who shall stand in 
His Holy place ?—He that hath clean hands and a pure heart.” 

“TI will teach you the fear of the Lord: seek peace and pursue it,” 


The Rabbis taught: those who are reviled and do not retaliate ; those 
who are reproached and answer not a word; those who do good out of 
love of goodness, and accept their misfortunes gladly, all are referred to 
in the passage in Holy Writ “Those who love the Lord are as the sun 
when he goeth forth in his might.” | 

2. And if thy hand cause thee io sturible, cut it off; and if thy foot 
cause thee to stumbie, cut it off and if thine ce cause thee to stumble, cast 
it out. 

It is related of Nahum of Gamzu, that he was blind in both eyes, 
crippled in both hands, lame in both feet, and that his body was covered 
with boils. Once his disciples enquired why he was thus a fnlicted, seeing 
that he was a wholly good man. My children,” he replied, “my afflic- 
tions are of my own choosing. One day as I was travelling to the house 
of my father-in-law, accompanied by three asses, one carrying food, the 
second wine, and the third mixed spices, I met a poor man who pleaded, 
Master, give me a morsel to eat!’ I asked him to wait until I had 
unloaded the animals. But before I could finish unloading, the man fell 
down dead before me. So moved was I, that I flung myself upon his body, 
and cursed myself in my despair. ‘Let my eyes which had no pity on 
thine, be blind; my hands which had no care for thine, be crippled; and 
my feet which had no mercy on thine, be lame.’ Even then my spirit 
found no peace until I prayed that my whole body might be covered with 
boils!” Whereupon bis disciples cried out, Woe to us that we should 
behold thee in such a case!” But he answered them: “ Notso! Miserable 
would have been my fate if you had not beheld me thus.” | 

The New Testament expresses the ideal; Rabbinic literature tells 
of the idealist—a much finer thing.

He who cultivates simplicity will by God be raised on 
high, but he who puffeth himself up will suffer a fall. He who chases 
greatness will find greatness fle@ing from him, and he who flees from 
greatness will have greatness thrust upon him. 

These examples might easily be multiplied, and they illustrate what 
all unprejudiced enquirers have discovered and maintained, that the 
principal characteristics of the Obristian religion are of Jewish origin. 

The point of importance to bear in mind is that the Jewish teaching is 
older than Jesus. Emil Schuerer, who is perhaps the most widely 
accepted authority on early Christianity, sams up the position in these 
words: No fact of gospel history, no word of Jesus is conceivable with- 
out Jewish history and the whole scheme of thought of the Jewish people.” 
Since such is the case, has not the time arrived when peace and 
goodwill on earth, of which so much was heard in the churches of 
Christendom only a week ago, should become a reality? Has not the 
time arrived when a greater sense of justice should fill the hearts of 
Christians towards those who gave them their most precious possession — 


their religious morality? Besides, as the Jewish prophet said: Have we 


not all one Father Hath not one God created us?

Asenath The Wife of Joseph. 

“ASENATH—THE WIFE OF JOSEPH,” is the subject of a learned an; 
interesting study contributed by Dr. V. Aptowitser to the Hobre, 
Union College Annual” (Cincinnati).

composed about the middle of the first century, immediately after the 
conversion to Judaism of Queen Helena of Adiabene, together with he, 
two sons and the other members of the royal house. This narrative, 
originally written in Hebrew, was regarded by a certain Jew, well vorseq 
in the Greek langnage, as an excellent propaganda booklet. Accordingly, 
he translated it into Greek, and in this manner the romance was intro. 
duced into Christian circles. The popularity which the narrative en oed 
among the Christians led the Jews to look upon it with distayour. 
Finally, it was banished from Jewish circles, but various traces of its 
existence in Jewish literature have persisted to our own time.

Then rub them through a sieve, return to the sance- 
pan, add a pint and a half of boiling milk, salt and pepper to taste, and 
eimmer gently for a quarter of au hour. 


Lentil Soup. 
Lentils, 1 breakfast-cupful, Bay leaf. 
Two onions. Six sticks of celery. + 
Two carrots. Crust of stale bread. 
One turn p. Salt and pepper.

Pinch of savoury herbs. Stock or salt beef liquor, 2 quartt. 


SOAK the lentils overnight. Prepare the vegetables, cut them up, 
and put all the ingredients together in a saucepan. Bring to the boil, 
and simmer gently until the lentils are quite soft. Then rub through a 
sieve, return to the saucepan, and make thoroughly hot. This soup is 
nicest made with liquor in which salt beef has been cooked, but ordinary 
stock can be used if this is not available; in which case a small piece of 
worsht cooked in the soup is an improvement. It should only be cooked 
for about half to three-quarters of an hour, and then be cut up in small 
dice and served in the soup.

Who first called you the Jewish Bishop of Stepney” 

„It was the late Rev. Simeon Singer, the soul of kindlinoss and wit, 
Hoe knew me intimately from my boyhood. He was one of my earliest 
teachers at the old Jews’ College School in Finsbury Square. He always 
took a fatherly interest in my career, and his affection for me was a source 
of pride to me in his lifetime and still remains a lasting and precious 
It he had an engagement in the East End it meant also a visit 
to my home, and his genial presence and his sage and cheery conversation 
always left mo refreshed and encouraged in the environment of my daily 
routine. You can therefore readily imagine how greatly | appreciated the 
sacred privilege conferred upon me when bis family invited me to preach 
the memorial sermon at the New West End Synagogue on his deeply 
lamented death. | 

“In length of service, with the exception of the Venerable Father 
Walnright, I am now the oldest resident clergyman in the whole borough 
of Stepney. From that point of view, I may perhaps endorse the verdict 
of my Gentile friends that not only am I the Jewish Bishop of Stepney.

Relations with Christian Clergy. 


How has your friendship with the local Christian Clergy affected 
your work? 
“Tt has had an abiding and beneficial influence on the value of my 


labours. 


Let me take a very recent instance. 


When the ceremony of 


unveiling the St. George-in-the-East War Memorial was being fixed, the 
order of service was arranged to meet my scruples as a Jew. The 
prayers and bymns selected were entirely free from any Christological 
reference, and the Bishop of Stepney agreed beforehand that in 
pronouncing the Benediction he would omit the customary Church of 
England reference to the Trinity. The memorial bore no Christian sign, 
as it was designed to commemorate the equality of sacrifice made by

I was therefore able to attend the service in my 


camonicals, and to take part in it with a clear conscience, as a Jewish 


minister, side by side with the clergy of other denominations.

“My participation in the work of the Borough of Stepney has tended 
to break Gown prejudice. When I was first approached to accept the 
office of Vice-Chairman of the Mile Ead Guardians, a position which 
involved succession to the Chairmanship, there were murmurs in certain 
quarters, ‘We want to have one of our own,’ the implication being that 
although British-born, I ought to be barred because of my religion, 
Nevertheless, in 1919, in my absence during serious illness in that year, 
I was elected Vice-Chairman, and in the following year was appointed 
Chairman. The complete change of attitude towards a Jewish Chairman 
is indicated by the following resolution, unanimously adopted by the Mile 
End Guardians in April, 1922: 


This Board, at its closing meeting of the year, desire to thank 


the Rev. J. F. Stern, the retiring Chairman, for the kindly message 


read to us, and to place on record our intense admiration of the 
qualities he has constantly displayed in the dischar 
throughout the year.

I did not stand for re-election as a Guardian. I was, however, co-opted 
from the outside, and again elected Chairman, an office which I still hold, 
having served in that capacity now for four successive years.” 

The Mile End Guardians. 

How has your work on the Mile Ead Guardians boon of service to 
Jows? 

“Some illustrations will best explain the difficulties and the value of 
the presence of a Jewish member on tne Board. During the war, Stepney 
had its full quota of Jews who complied with tho provisions of the Anzio. 
Russian Convention. The responsibility of looking after the dependents 
during the men's absence was laid by the Government on the local 
Guardians. Further, the Guardians had likewise to provide for tho 
relatives of the men interned in the concentration camps. Again, in 
regard to unemployment, the Guirdians have had to deal with many 
Jewish cases of hardship. In all these departments asa Jewish repro. 
sentative I have succeeded in removing suspicion and smoothing diffic.|tieg 
in cases where, in the absence of Jewish advocacy, there might have been 
injustice. I was also instrumental in the passing of regulations whereby, 
when the pay-day of relief occura on a Jewish festival, Jewish recipients 
obtain their allowance prior to the festivals. In countless ways of this 
kind I feel I have deen able to be of service to the people concerned, and 
at the same time to contribute to the honour and fair fame of the 
community.” 

During the War. 

In what other ways did the war extend your activities? © 

Atter the death in action of my son Leonard, on three different 
occasions I volunteered for service as a Chaplain at the front. Tho 
Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue refused to sanction my quitting 
my post at Stepney. I acted, however, as Organiser and Treasurer of the 
V. M. C. A. Hut Fund for huts at the front, and was instrumental in 
collecting several thousands of pounds for this object. When H. R. H. the 
Duke of Connaught opened the hut erected by the Jews of East London 
on Mile End Waste, I conducted the service of consecration. I regularly 
visited the hut in order to advise the boys and to keep in touch with 
them. Further, the Jewish dependents of sailors and soldiers in the 
Borough of Stepney were attended to by me in connection with their 
allowances and pensions, and the help thus given was soothing to the 
people aud greatly facilitated the work of the authorities,” 


The Need for Additional Ministers. 

What help have you received in your work? : 

“For many years now I have made strenuous efforts to secure an 
increase in the number of resident Ministers in the East End. In 1906 1 
delivered a sermon on “ Brotherhood” at the New West End Synagogue, 
in which I strongly advocated the provision of more Ministers. The 
address was published in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE at the time, and was 
afterwards reprinted through the kindness of the late Ellis A. Franklin. 
The late Simeon Singer cordially approved of the idea and promised his 
hearty co-operation. But, unfortunately, Singer passed away in the 
summer that year. In spite of that heavy loss, I determined to continue 
with the advocacy of the cause. In 1909, in association with my friend, 
the Rev. 8. Levy, I started the East London Ministers’ Fund, with the 
object of attaching to the East London Synagogue at least one additional 
Minister. Further, as a result of an address I gave before the West 
London Synagogue Association, through theinfluence of the Rev. Morris 
Joseph, several contributions to this Fand were made by the West 
London Synagogue. Iu 1911, the Rev. M. Brown, B. A., then a student of 
Jew# College, was appointed as assistant mialster at Stepney, on the 
nomination of the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. H. Adler Mr. Brown remained 
at Stepney until 1917, whem he was engaged by the Welfare Committee 
of the United Synagogues. The Rev. 8. Levy and I drafted the scheme 
for the first Welfaro Committee, and we were its first Honorary Secre- 
taries. Mr. David Hirsch (now minister of Adelaide) and Mr. Louis 
Morris were the first incumbents under that Committee.“ 


Ihe Jewish Hospital. 


Iam under the impréssion that at the inception of the scheme you 
wore opposed to the movement for the Jewish Hospital. 
Tat is so. I resisted the proposal for the establishment of a 
specifically Jewish Hospital as long as I could. But when the Jewish 
Hospital became an accomplished fact I would not be a bad neighbour ' 
(y" Jow). In passing through Stepney Green I would not deliberately 
walk on the opposite side of the road. On the other hand, if I knocked 
my head sgalnst the brick wall ot the hospital I fully realised that it 
would be my head which would be hurt and the hospital would still stand. 
So I recognised hard reality, and when the in-patients department was 
opened, I readily accepted the invitation cordially extended to me to 
become the Honorary Chaplain of the Institution. As the Jewish Hospita! 
has a Gentile matron and a Gentile secretary, it is obvious that my advice 
as a Jewish clergyman is frequently invoked and cheerfully given.” 


Views on Ministerial Training. 


Have you any special views on ministerial training ° 

“I think I am precluded from auswering that quostion publicly at tho 
present juncture, as I am a member of the Jews’ College and Jewish War 
Memorial Joint Committee, now conducting its deliberations in private. 
But for the moment, one thing I do feel at liberty to gay in view of my 
East Endexperience, I think an arrangement should be made between 
Jews’ College and the U alted Synagogue by which a stu lent's academic 
training should bo supplemented by actual experience of ministerial work 
in association with a Minister of a constituent synagogue. The student 
would thus obtain a real insight into the methods of dealing with the 
responsibilities of a position before he is entrusted with a charge on his 
own. As at present we have not a sufficient number of ministors effec:

SERMON FOR THE WEEK, 


Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 


As for me, this is my covenant with them, saith the Lord; my 
spirit that is upon thee, my words that I have put in thy mouth, 
shall not,depart out of thy mouth, nor out of the mouth of thy 
seca, nor out of the mouth of thy seeds seed for ever and eber. — 
Isaiah liz., 21. 

Judaism once saw itself confronted with a terrible crisis. Jerusalem 
had been captured by the Romans, and the Sanctuary on Mount Zion 
became a prey to the flames. With the destruction of the Temple, 
sacrifice ceased and the entire Levitical ritual came to an ond. But the 
Temple worship had entered so deeply into the religious life of the people 
that its disappearance threatened untold disaster to the Jewish faith. 
What would have happened had it not been for the resourcefulness of a 
distinguished Rabbin in those days, Jochanan ben Zakkal, who came 
to the fore, it is impossible to tell. But he stood up at this dark 
hour to save Judaism from extinction and its adherents from despair. 
He encouraged its despondent followers by assuring them that God did 
not require to be worshipped with sacrifices and burnt offerings. Charity 
and the love of mankind would take their place. It was a bold thing to 
say, and might moan everything or nothing. However, Jochanan ben 
Zakkai did much more than give expression to such consoling phrases. 
He was a man of action, and he set himself to build up things anew ona 
fresh foundation. He appeared in the enemy's camp before Titus, and 
was received by the Roman General with respect. He craved a small 
favour from the master of Rome's legions—thbhat as Jerusalem was destined 
to fall, he might be permitted to establish a school at Jamnia. The 
request was at once granted, for, as the historian Graetz observes : Titus 
could not foresee that by so unimportant a concession he was enabling 
Judaism, feeble as it then appeared, to outlive Rome in all its vigour by 
thousands of years.” 80 Jochanan settled with his disciples at Jamnia. 
“He promoted the continuance and preservation of Judaism through the 
renowal and study of the Law, and thus rendered firmer the weakened 
foundations of communal life.” We know that from that time the great 
teachers of Israel applied themselves with renewed vigour to the establish 
ment of schools. Religious instruction became the passion of their lives. 
In the dissemination of the word of God they devoted themselves with au 
enthusiasm to which the history of no other people can show any parallel. 
It was in the house of study, even more than in the house of prayer, that 
the indestructible vitality of Judaism asserted itself once more. That 
Judaism has lived until to-day without temple or sacrifice, and till lately 
without country or visible centre, is due to the veneration for Jewish 
learning; which bas been the characteristic attribute of the Jewish people. 

The inference is obvious. If Judaism is to live and flourish in these 
latter days of doubt and difficulty, it must continue to build itself on the 
imperishable foundation of religious instruction. We have to train our 
children to know what Judaism means, and having that knowledge, to 
loveit for what it signifies. We have to give them vital instruction in ita 
principles, in its history, in its forms and institutions. Wo have toteach 
them to take an intelligent part in public worship. Jewish training 
divides itself under three heads. There is first the Jewish roligion, next 
Jewish history, and, thirdly, the language of the Jewish liturgy, 


In separating the Jewish religion from the other constituents of 
sacred teaching, we must be understood to moan that the first thing wo 
have to teach our children is to know what Judaism demands of us to-day, 
what are its ethical and social obligations, what are the institutional 
forms on which its maintenance depends. We shall tell them that 
Judaism is love, that it translates into action and self sacrifice the love of 
God and man. We shall show them that Judaism attaches supremo 
importance to honesty and justice, sincerity of word and thought, to 
deeds of charity and loving-kindness, to humility, to the purity and 
solidarity of family-life. Weshallexplain that Judaism looks forward to a 
time, and labours for its realisation, when the practice of social virtue 
will be universal. Nor will our religious teaching stop here. We shall 
proceed to show that the love of God, which is the fundamental teaching 
of the Shemang, must express itself further in acts of religious worship, 
for no sentiment can persist for long which does not clothe itself in the 
embodiment of outward and ceremonious forms. Thus we shall be led 
to speak of the Sabbath and other sacred days and commemorations, of 
the duty of regular public worship, of the supreme duty of maintaining 
our identity as a separate religious community. 


It is impossible to understand these things apart from a study of the 
history and literature of our race, as they are embodied in the Bible and 
other Jewish writings. We rise (com our historical studies proud to 
belong to a people who have consciously set before themselves, for 
more than 3,000 years, those great spiritual objects towards tho 
realisation of which the world is tending ever nearer and nearer. 
The study of so noble a past helps to nourish the bistoric consciousness 
ot the Jew which lies at the basis of loyalty tothe faith. Finally, we shall! 
not neglect to include in our curriculum of Jewish study a knowledge of 
the Hebrew tongue, about which we wrote a few weeks ago. For what. 
ever changes may be introduced into the syasgoguc, the predominant 
feature of our ritual must always be Hobrew. It is as trus to-day as it 
ever was that no Jewish instruction can be said to be adequate which 
does not make some provision for this branch of study along with the 
more important study of the Jewish religion itself, and the history and 
literature of the Jewish people. Thus we are brought back to the grand 
old message of the Hebrow prophet. God has entered into a covenant 
with us that never shall a knowledge of Israel's “sith die out from his 
successive generations, 


American Immigration Law. 
— — 


Proposed Amendments. 


From our Correspondent. | NOW YORK. 

A publie hearing has been fixed for next Tuesday, for the purpose of 
Obtaining the views of prominent citizens on the new Bills providing for 
the exomption from the quota of certain alien relatives of inhabitants ta 
the United States, and for the uvrestricted admission of holders of old 
visas issued before Ist July, 1924, who are now stranded in European 
ports. It is expected that Mr, Louis Marshall and other prominent Jews 
will be heard on the matter. At the same time, the Liberal Immigration 
League is preparing a Bill for the purpose of amending the present immigra.- 
tion law. The Bill proposes that immigrants should be admitted to the 
country, provided they are certified in their native lands by an American 
Board as morally, mentally, and socially suitable persons, Other minor 
conditions for the conduct of immigrants in America are also embodied 
in the Bill. 

A dinner bas been given by the American Committee on the Righta 
of Minorities in honour of Sir Willoughby Dickinson. The guest of the 
evening spoke of the efforts made in the interest of minorities by the 
League of Nations Union and by the League of Nations Council. He 
made special reference to the Jewish struggle for their rights, and he 
referred to the work of the Joint Foreign Committee in London. Rabbi 
Dr. Stephen Wise and Mr. Henry Morgenthau also addressed the meeting. 

A Jewish public meeting held at Mexico City has decided to appoint 
a publicity committee to keep Jewish organisations in Europe acquaihged 
with the possibilities facing Jewish immigrants in Mexico. The spokes- 
men at the meeting declared that Mexico was suitable for the establish. 
ment of Jewish colonies. 


At a dinner given by Mr. Israel Unterberg, President of the Jewish 
Education Association, on December 9th, it was resolved to raise one 
million dollars before the end of the year, for the erection of several new 
school buildings for Jewish religious instruction, and repairing a con- 
siderable number of the 159 schools already in existence. Among those 
who promised to assist are Messrs. Felix M. Warburg, Louis Marshall, 
Nathan Straus, and Judge Otto A. Rosalsky.

New Anti-Semitic Excesses in Temesvar.

Educational Concessions to Rumanian Jews.

Fifty or sixty students recently attacked the Hirsch Café in Temesvar, 
and assaulted the customers with iron bars and rubbercudgels. Studenta 
barred the exits and prevented the victims from making their escape. A 
police officer who was present was so badly injured that he had to be 
removed to hospital in au ambulance. The premises were completely 
wrecked. About twenty of the customers were slightly injured and six 
Seriously so; all of the latter being non-Jews, 

The Minister of Education bas issued an order directing inat in State 
schools Jewish pupils are to be exempted from attending lessons in 
Christian religious instruction, that they shall be exempted from writing 
lessons on Saturdays, and that they shall be allowed to absent themselves 
from school on certain of the Festivals, Weitten application mut, 
however, be made by the parents. 


Trading Licences in Poland.

Government to Amend Law. 
rom our Correspondent. | WARSAW, 

The Corernment ja intimated its intention of modifying the nen 
law depriving the present holders of licences for Government monopoly 
articles of their trading concessions. The law will bs amended in accord 
ance with some of the demands of the Jewish deputies, The measure 
has been subjected to severe criticism by many Jewish spokesmen in the 
Senate and in the Sejm, and its promulgation has led to stormy scenes in 
both Houses. 

The Sejm has passed the third reading of the Bill providing for the 
abolition of the double tax for the cure of ailing Jews in Polish hospitals. 


The Einstein Theory.

Interesting Experiment to be Made. 


The Einstein theory of Relativity is shortly to be tested by Professor 
Albert A. Michelson on a specially prepared piece of ground near 
Chicago. The University of Chicago is spending over 12 000 dollars on the 
experiments. 

Professor Michelson, who, like Einstein himself, is a Jew, is the only 
American scientist who has received the Nobel Prize for Physics. He 
has held the Chair of Physics at the University of Chicago since 1372.

Public Meeting Held. 


The Pavilion Theatre, Whitechapel Road, was orowded to its utmost 
capacity on Sunday afternoon last, when a public meeting and Chanucah 
tate were held under the auspices of the East Ead Branch of the Federa- 
tion. The obiect of the gathering was to enrol a large number of 
canvassers to help in the campaign for funds in aid cf the Ukrainian 
sufferers now being launched among the Jewish residents in the East 
Ead of London. ; 

Da Sauen DAIcHes, who presided, said that as a result of 
the war, aud ot pogroms and massacres alter the war, Russian 
Jewry had been ruined. Ho needed cn'ty to mention the names 
of Denikin, Koltchak, and Wrangel, to remind thom of the fact that the 
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Allies had had some responsibility, though indirect, for what had taken 
place in the Ukraine. It was, therefore; espeei' > galliag to find now, 
even in this country, men who occupied ‘.gh positions in the 
State, carrying on an agitation against aliens, meaning Jews. He 
referred to the lofty speech made by Captain Wedgwood Benn in the 
Heuse of Commons the other day, and said that he preforred to think that 
Captain Benn represented the British mentality and not the anti-aliens. 
Dr. Daiches made a strong appeal for tho support of the work of the 
Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 

Dr. D. JOCHELMAN said that a dark cloud of reaction was drawing 
across the horizon here in England, as well as in the whole of |) astern 
Europe. With every day the political ‘situation became worse. The 
Jews in other countries were waiting and hoping for help and defence 
from their brothers in England. The Jews in the East Lad were still 
tied by innumerable bonds to Ukrainian Jewry, and it was their sacred 
duty to help them. If the Jews in the East End remained indifferent to 
their own interests and to the interests of their oppressed brethren in 
other countries, the results would be very sad. Dr. Jochelman copcinded 
with an appeal to East End Jewry to enrol as mombers of the l’ederation. 

A film depicting scenes in‘the Ukraine after the pogroms was shown, 
while an orchestra, under the direction of Mr. Leon Bagrit, played the 
Funeral March by Grieg. The Rev Mr. Budnick, of Kieff, recited the 
Haskarah. 

Mr. Morris Myer, Haham Dr. Gaster, Mr. Louis Kingsley, Dr. A. 
Friedman, and the Rev. H. Mayerowitsch also spoke. 

An interesting programme followed. It included the lighting of 
candles by the Rev. H. Mayerowitsch, accompanied by a choir, under the 
direction of Mr. Jacob Kutchinsky, and the rendering of folk songs by the 
Palestinian operatic singer, Mr. Myro Glass, and Miss Hilda Ammo.

Then and Now. 


How do the religious conditions to-day in Stepney compare with 
those of forty years ago? 

“TI like, whenever possible, to look on the bright side of things, 5. 
I regret I take a rather gloomy view of the present conditions. rom n 
long experience at the Stepney Jewish Schools and the neighboy 
L. C. C. Elementary Schools, I find generations of children when 
leave school unable to find employment with facilities for Sabbath 
observance, even with Jewish employers of labour. la conserjnenee 
there has been a steady decline in the strength of the religious ties of the 
rising generation.” 

Stemming the Drift. 

How have you tried to stem the drift? 

I have endeavoured to keep the young within the fold by ans ot 
children’s services and by special services for young people, and by try. 
ing to harmonise the old with the new. I know that sometimes my 
personal outlook has been misinterpreted. I myself am a lover of the 
old liturgy and the ancient service. But in view of the effects of economic 
changes alone, I maintain that we are entitled by well-ordered services 
adapted to their needs to try to win thoso who do not seerg to be attracted 
by what appealed to us when we were their age.” 

Approaching Jubilee of the Synagogae. 

How old is your synagogue ? 

1927 will see the celebration of its jubilee. It was the first Synagoge 
bullt directly under the auspices of the United Synagogue after the inion 
of synagogues. The neighbourhood has considerably altered in the 
interval of fifty years. Nearly all of the original families have migrated 
into other districts. But I believe no congregation has been so rich in 
humble gifts to commemorate family joys and sorrows, which have taken 
the form of beautifying the House of God.” 

Personal Associations with the Synagogue. 

Your own career then covers about four-fifths of the history of your 
synagogue ? 

“That is the case. To me and my family the Sanctuary is naturally 

endeared by the holiest of ties. I was married inStepney. My dear boy 
Leonard, who was killed in the war, was born at Synagogue House. lle 
was Daurmitevah at Stepney, ud from my own pulpit he delivered some 
inspiring addresses to youths and maidens of hie own age. May I add 
here one more personal touch? No review of anything I have attempted 
would be complete without a reference to what my wife has achieved as 
my help-mate and fellow-worker. All these years she bas carried on a 
large mother’s meeting at the Committee Room of the Stepney Jewish 
Schools. In earlier years she organised Sunday evening concerts for poor 
people at the Schools, and was in charge of the local branch of the 
Children’s Happy Evenings Association. She is a manager of two groups 
of schools and a Mile End Guardian, and my guardian, too. I should not 
have pulled through the crisis of my serious lilness in the winter of 1919 
had it not been for her constant and vigilant care. Perhaps it was wise 
to be ill to give her the six months’ rest we had tegether in the country 
and by the sea after that breakdown. We have had in our humble way 
to carry on ourselves, and the things we have done together have been 
achieved on the pattern of the union of Canon and Mrs. Barnett, described 
as à marriage of true minds and of an exceptionally perfect and fruitfal 
comradeship.’ ” 


Lay Leaders of the Synagogue. 

Have you any particular observations to make with regard to those 
who have been the lay leaders of your congregation ? 

„It is a strange coincidence that during the whole of my ministry 
I have always had as one of my honorary officers a member of the 
teaching profession. First, the late Abraham Levy, the headmaster of 
Old Castle Street School, then the late David Moses, the senior assistant 
master of the same school, and now Mr. Ephraim Norden, the head- 
master of the Stepney Jewish Schools. They have all been my close 
personal friends, and Mr. Norden’s retirement from the headmastership 
of Stepney, means the breaking of a link with one who has been a fellow 
communal worker throughout the entire period of my ministerial career.” 

Contemplated Retirement. 

Will attaining the age of sixty mean any change in your plan of work’ 

“Thave already mentioned that my synagogue will reach its jubilee 
in 1927. In the same year I shall have completed forty years’ service, 
and I feel I shall then have earned my retirement. I strongly hold that « 
man should relinquish active service at an age when he is stil! able to 
accommodate his life to new conditions. I used to be dubbed the 
running parson,’ but I can no longer run at the old rate. In the interests 
of my congregation and the community, as the needs intensify, and 1 
cannot accelerate my pace, it is, I am convinced, the right and just policy 
for me to prepare in the near future to transfer the reins to a younger 
man in all the freshness of his vigour. It to his work for Stepney he will 
add my love for Stepney, I shall have nothing to regretin the forty years 
I shall then have spent in seeking the peace and welfare of my brethren.”

REFORM JUDAISM. 

Tue terms to which Dr. Cohen objects: “lifeless formalism,” 
“exaggerated devotion to ceremonialism,” were not applied by me to 
orthodoxy atall. These terms were applied by me to what I may fitly 
designate as Pscudo-orthodoxy. Let me explain: I respect orthodox 
Judaism too highly to apply the phrases “lifeless formalism,” etc., to the 
genuine orthodox traditional Judaism, say, of Rabbi Kook, of Palestine, 
and Rabbi Israel Daiches, of Leeds, to cite two famous exponents of 
what I conceive to be the only orthodox Judaism fully entitled to the 
name. To the formalism of true orthodoxy in which I was reared, I 
could never have applied the term “ lifeless,” because genuine orthodoxy 
is never lifeless, but always brimfal of vitality and sincerity.—From the 
Rev. NATHANIEL Jacobs, B. A., Bradford, Yorks. — 


May I point out that the gravamen of my complaint against Dr. 
Cohen lay in the lack of fair play or good feeling displayed by one 
Minister towards another. In all my experience and it has been, thank 
God, a long one I have never known one Minister publicly to denounce 
another in such language. If Dr. Cohen still thinks, on reflection, that 
he was justified in using such terms as “vilification,” “insulting,” 
“scurrilous” in connection with that sermon—and no one knows 
better than Dr. Cohen what these words stand for—I am very sorry 
for him, and I venture to say that few of your readers will approve 
the spirit underlying it. Dr. Cohen says, I intervened “ with a string 
of irrelevancies.” This phrase is a convenient weapon in the bands 
of writers who have not a more potent argument to offer. It is 
simply an attempt to throw dust in the eyes of the reader, but it is 
rarely successful and does not blind one to stubborn facts. Really, 
I do rot understand Dr. Cohen. Perhaps I am too “ pachydermatous,” 
but if Dr. Cohen thinks I am the only one who did not “under- 
stand” the purport of his letter or of the Rev. N. Jacobs’ sermon he is 
grievously mistaken. Within a very few days of the publication of my 
letter, I received an appreciation from ove of our foremost preachers— 
pne who has grown grey in the service of the United Synagogue, and who 
by his zeal and unswerving fidelity deservedly commands the esteem of 
every section of the community. This is what he writes me :—

Sir Herbert Samuel, many Government officials, foreign Cone e repre. 
sentatives of Moslem and Christian bodies and Jewish notabieés partici pated 
in the opening function of the Institute of Jewish Studios in Jerusalem. 
The Institute, which is a part of the Jerusalem University, already has 
over a hundred students on its roll. No restrictions aro in force for any 
creeds or nationalities.

The opening fanction bore a festive character. Sir Herbert Samuel, 
who spoke in English, congratulated the Jews on their success in 
opeving the Institute. He reminded the assembiy that of the materia) 
ancient Judea cnly ruins remain, but the Prophets and Law of Judaism, 
the spiritual heritage of ancient Judea, were now the common treasures 
ofall nations. The Institute would serve as a link between East and 
Weet. Ia conclusion, he expressed the hope that the Institute would 
also open an Arabic Faculty. 

Dr. J. L. Magnes, of New York, who performed the opening coremony, 
said that the Institute would deepen the Jewish spirit forthe bencht of 
the spiritual life of mankind. Professors Fodor, on behalf of the Pe- 
Chemical Faculty of the’ Hebrew University; Crawford. in the 
name of the American University in Beyrout ; Aulbright, of the 
American Institute of Archeology in Jerusalem and Herzberger, 
on behalf of the German Evangelical Institute in Jerusalem, 
delivered congratulatory addresses. Speeches were made by Dre. 
Ruppin and Thon and Mr. Ussishkin. Messages were read from Bishop

Mr. de Lieme announced 
that he and the other members of the Executive would refuse to hold 
office any longer in the Federation, declaring that the President of the 
World Zionist Organisation had disavowed them. | 
The Conference adopted a resolution condemning Dr. Weizmann’s 
intervention, and asking the Executive of the Federation to continue in 
office. Mr. de Lieme replied that he could not withdraw his resignation. 
It has been decided to call a second conference in February to elect a 
new Executive of the Federation, and to reconsider the question of 
relations between the Zionist Federation and the Keren Haresod 
Curatorium.

Austrian Zionist Conference. 
PRESS.AND PUBLIC EXCLUDED. 


[From our Correspondent.] VIENNA, 

Great interest was aroused here in anticipation of the discussion by 
the Austrian Zionist Conference of the Political Report. When the 
time for the discussion arrived, however, Mr. Robert Stricker, who 
presided, decided to exclude the Press and the public from the pro- 
ceedings, only delegates being allowed to remain. This action led to 
regrettable scones, strong protests being voiced by the public which is 
bitterly opposed to such tactics. The Austrian Zionist Administration, 
atready sufficiently unpopular, has received another blow to its prestige. 
through its Own fll-advised action. 

At the close of the conference, Mr. Stricker resigned from the Presl- 
dency, to which office Advocate Jacob Ehrlich, an ex-member of the 
Vienna Municipality was elected. A resolution, inviting the London 
Zioniet Executive to protest against the reported promotion of Sir Ronald 
Storrs to the post of Chief Secretary of Palestine, was rejected. At the 
secret session a stormy debate was held on the Jewish Agency problem. 
It is understood that Mr. Stricker opposed Dr. Weizmann's plans. The 
debates bore evidence of serious internal dissensions among the beads of 
the Austrian Zionist Movement.

“A Talk on Palestine.“ 
—— — 
LECTURE BY COLONEL n. J. SOLOMON. 


An illustrated lecture, entitled A Talk on Palestine,” was delivered 
recently by Colonel H. J. Solomon, M. C., O. B. E., to the members of the 
Jewish lustitute. Mr. B. H. Emanuel, K. C., presided. Colonel Solomon said 
that the means of communication in Eretz \israel were rapidly improving, 
and the rall ways Of Palestine were now as good as any in Europe. Not 
the least important part of the improvements was the excellent road- 
making carried out by Chalu'zim. Two problems were facing Palestine— 
the building up of the country, andthe building up of a people. City 
Ute had made the Jews a cultured people rather than one given to 
manual labour. To build up Palestine it was necessary that the settlers 
should give up all the refinements of culture and become sturdy peasants. 
It was a difficult transition, but our people were equal to it. The Turks, 
when they were in charge, cared nothing for Palestine, but the present 
Government had its interests well at heart. The Attorney-General, Mr. 
Borman Bentwich, was turning out laws like sausages (laughter), all for 

the good of the country. There were two classes of immigrants those 
who had no money and relied upon the Zionist Organisation, and those 
who brought a little capital with them. Both had good prospects of 
success. Orange cultivation was progressing. The Jaffa oranges held 
first place in the world. No less than two million boxes were exported 
last year. That was proof that Jews and Arabs got on well together ; 
otherwise, such huge exports abroad would beimpossible. The vineyards 
ot Palestine were justly famous; they produced excellent wines, liqueurs, 
brandies, and the like. Olive growing was a Palestinian industry, 
thousands of years old, and was still going strong. A new industry was 
tobacco growling. Forests were in the making, Swamps were drained. 
Brick foundries were working day and night, and produced thirty million 
bricks last year. The first stage of the Rutenberg scheme was already 
completed and was supplying the whole of Jaffa with electric light and 
power. It was already about to pay a dividend to investors. Next spring 
the main portion of the scheme would be started, and eventually it would 
supply electric power for the whole of Palestine. No great progress, 
however, could be made in Palestine until a port was built in Haifa, upon 
witch experts: were agreed as the most suitable locality. Id would 
| rovoliitionise the whole of Palestinian trade, which at present was 
suffering heavy losses through the lack of such a harbour. :

The following is an abstract of the address: 


We, the representatives of the members of the Birmingham Congregation, 
deeire to express to you, ou the occasion of your retirement from the office of 
First Reader, the esteem and regard in which you are universally held in our 
commanity, and the deep regret which is felt at your departure. lor the long 
period of thirty-seven years you have served Birmingham Jewry with ability, 
veal. and conscientions devotion. You never spared yourself in the discharge of 
your duties, nor did you seta strict limit to what should claim your attention. 
Whatever affected the community as a whole or its members individually was 
yonr earnest concern.

A detective 
said that Levy ordered goods on behalf of his father, a wool merchant, 
and, with another man, disposed of them. Levy was committed for trial. 


Claim fcr School Fees..-Before Mr. Justice Dromgoole, in tho 
Dublin Circuit Court, Mr. JAMes Ponack, headmaster of Craufurd 
College, Maidenhead, claimed the sum of £35 53. from Mr. Henry Marks, 
la, Henry Street, Dublin, for school fees, in respect to his two sons, 
Bernard and Nathan, who had been at the schoo! for four and three terme 
respectively Piaintiff alleged that defendant agreed to put his sons tnto 
the school subject to the conditions and stipulations contained in the 
prospectus, including a condition that a term's notice, or a half-term’s 
fees in lieu of notice, should be given on the withdrawal of any pupil. 
Last April, defendant withdrew his sons from the school without notice, 
and wrote that he could not allow them to return “for obvious reasons.” 
Plaintiff did not know what defendant meant by “obvious reasons.” 
Defendant had stated that he wished his boysto be in Jewish surroundings, 
to live in a house where the rites of the Jewish religion were practised, 
as there was no Jewish school in Dublin. He (the plaintiff) had made a 
special point of carrying out defendant's wishes. Mr. Polack further 
stated that the teaching at his school was in accordance with the practice 
of the great majority of Jewsin England, but that it might differ somewhat 
from the practice of Jews arriving from Poland and Russia. In cross 
examination, plaintiff said that he thought Mr. Marks had no reason for 
complaint as to the unorthodoxy of the teaching in his school. He 
would expect that parents would be justified in withdrawing their boys 
from the school if they found the teaching unorthodox, but he would 
expect them to give him reasonable notice. Mr. Marks, through his 
solicitor, invited him to submit the case to the Beth Din in London, but 
plaintiff declined. The defendant said that he sent his boys to Craufurd 
College in order that they should receive better education than could be 
obtained in Dublin. He doubted. the orthodexy of the school, and had 
received letters from his sons stating that the school was not a 
Jewish one. In cross-examination, defendant accused plaintiff’ of 
having tried to corrupt his boys regarding their religion. Rabbi Dr. 
Herzog, who was called, said that Mr. Marks consulted him before 
April with regard to his sons. From what Mr. Marks had told witness, 
Mr. Polack was absolutely the wrong man to entrust with the responsi- 
bility of teaching his sons. He (Dr. Herzog) looked upon Mr. Polack’s 
views on a number of questions as unorthodox. Mr. Tobias, for plaintiff, 
said that Mr. Polack’s religious views had nothing to do with the case. 
There had been no complaint for more than a year as to the practices 
obtaining at the school. In summing up, the Judge held that Mr. Polack 
was to a certain extent inclined towards Modernism as against the strict 
Orthodoxy of the others, both representing two distinct schools of Jewish 
thought. He thought that defendant was not entitled to withdraw the 
boys without notice, and gave judgment for the amount claimed.

— 
NEW ORGANISATION FORMED. 


Rabbi Sir HERMANN GOLLANCZ presided at a Conference held on 
Sunday afternoon at Jews’ College to discuss the establishment of 4 
Jewish Drama League. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they all regretted excoedingly that Mr. 
Zing will was prevented by iliness from being present. A Jewish Drama 
League seemed to him a most desirable undertaking. Jews were 
the People of the Book, which belonged to them as a people.

The advantages of having 
a Jewish Drama League would be, in the first place, to get plays or read. 


ings of Jewish interest prepared so that they could be performed by Jews, 


to show the Jew not in false colours, but in the light of truth, which need 
never be shunned. He looked forward to the formation of such a League 
as they had adumbrated. Like Mr. Zangwil!l, he could also not take 
much personal part in it, but he could always show his interest by a 
bumble contribution, either in money or in some other form. He asked 
those present to throw themselvos heart and soul into the movement. 

Mr. VicToR GOLDMAN (Director, Dramatic Section, Birmingham 
Jewish Arts Society), in moving “that the ostablishment of a Jewish 
Drama League is essential for the future of the Jewish Drama,” said 
thatthe scheme had originated in Birmingham. It had been thought 
that there were in this country a large number of Jewish amateur 
theatrical societies, and also professionals, who bad an interest in Jewish 
drama, and who had no means of uniting their opinions and co-operating 
to do anything which would be worthy of Jewry as a whole, the average 
performances of Jewish amateur dramatic societies usually being copies 
of West End productions. By the formation of such a league they 
thought a stimulus would be provided which would make Jewish 
dramatic societies think of doing something other than “ Loyalties,” or 
the other plays usually produced by them. They did not intend the 
Jewish Drama League to be a Federation of Jewish amateur dramatic 
societies only. They wanted to interest everyone, and he thought one of 
their main objects should be an annual performance of the best of the 
amateurs, and those professionals who were willing to assist them, of a 
play of Jewish interest. He was certain there were a number of Jewish 
professionals who would be ready to aid them—to mention only one, Mr. 
Michael Sherbrooke had already helped them a great deal. 

Mr. CHARLES SOLOMON seconded the motion. He thought practically 
all Jews held it almost as an article of faith that the Jew, qué Jew, 
had some specific message for mankind, and the modern trend was to 
think that this message conld best be delivered by encouraging an 
intensively Jewish culture. There was, he thought, really only one branch 
of Jewish cducation that was neglected to-day, and that was that very 
great educational force, the drama. Some people thought it was putting 
the cart before the horse to have a League before they had the Drama. 
But, when a man wrote a play it was not a complete work of art until it 
was acted, and a man was not going to write a truly Jewish play unless 
be saw some prospect of adequate production of it. 

Mr. M. J. LANDA hoped the League was not going to be another of 
those organisations with which the community was cursed, which held 
annual conferences and never did any other work. Ifit were going to be 
an organisation for bringing forward something which they knew did 
exist, let them get on with the business. He thought it essential that 
the League should have its centre in London. 

Mr. S. GILBERT, B. A., said that every great national revival had been 
accompanied by a great dramatic revival. It would be a test of the 
vitality of the Jewish National Movement if the Jewish Drama came into 
its own. 

Mr. J. T. GREIN said it was not the material they wanted. They 
wanted to put their shoulders to the wheel aud goon. They already had 
a repertoire which would take them to the Red Sea. (Laughter) 

Mr. Lovis GOLDING said it was true that there were many Jewish 
dramatists, but the fact remained that, at all events, as far as writings in 
English went, there was very littie Jowish drama. | 

The following amended resolution was adopted: That the establish- 
ment of a Jewish Drama League is essential for the creation and develop- 
ment of the Jewish Drama.” 

Miss M. KEATS moved the adoption of the draft Constitution drawn up 
by a special sub-committee appointed by the Birmingham Jewish Arts 
Society. After some discussion, the Constitution, with one or two 
emendations, was adopted. 

The following were elected: Mr. Israel Zangwill, Hon. President 
Rabbi Sir Hermann Gollancz and Mr. J. T. Grein, Vice-Presidents; Mr. 
Victor Goldman, Chairman of Council; Mr. S. Gilbert, DB. A., Treasurer 
Mr. Michael Sherbrooke, Hon. Technical Adviser; Mr. C. Solomon (22, 
Westbere Road, London, N.W.2), Hon. Secretary; and a Committee. 


THE WEEK IN THE THEATRES. 


Pace the highbrows, Shakespeare is all the better for being cut 
judiciously, and all the better, too, for the aids of a production by Basil 
Dean, music by Mendelssohn, ballets by Fokine, and scenery by George 
Harris. Though the product be hybrid, it is none the worse for that, aud 
if in the Drury Lane version of A Midsummer Night's Dream “ we miss 
a fow of the beauties of Shakespeare, we are recompensed with many 
beauties that are not in Shakespeare, but which add tremendously to the 
force of his work. The cast is a magnificent one. Miss Athene Seyler is 
the Hermia, Miss Edith Evans the Helena, and Mr. Leon (Juartermaine and 
Mr. Frank Vosperarethe young lovers. Other fine artists are Miss Gwen 
Ffrangcon-Davies (Titania), Mr. Allan Jeayes (Theseus), Mr. Hay Petrie 
(Pack), Mr. Wilfred Walter (Nick Bottom), and Miss Mary Clare (Hippolita). 

The Forty Thieves,” presented at the Lyceum last week, isa panto- 
mime of the old and familiar breed. It is spoken largely in rbymed 
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couplets, it has the usual band of (female) robbers. the familiar situations, 
the time-honoured brand of bumour, and our old friends, Clown and 
Pantaloon. This, of course, is all to the good. Pantomime is a survival, 
and one does not want it refioed and made subtle in the style of a 
dreadful “ fairy play.“ The humour of “The Forty Thieves” is broad 
and slapstick, and it “gets over.” That it does so is largely due to the 
efforts of Mr. George Jackley, a resourceful comedian with a voice which 
would be the envy of the most raucous sergeant- major. 

Irfinitely superior as a production, but a thought less full-blooded in 
its humour, is Mother Goose at the Hippodrome, which caters quite as 
much for the “grown-ups” as for the children. However, Mr. Shaun 
Glenville is broadly comic as the Dame, and Wee Georgie Wood is 
amusing as his (or her) son. Miss Isobel Elsom as the principal girl, and 
Miss Dorothy Ward as her lover, are quite nice. The finest piece of 
individual acting in the play is that of Mr. Fred Conquest as the Goose. 
Deprived of the aid of facial expression, and almost entirely of that of 
gesture, he yet manages to make bis Goose a character study. There are 
a number of charming children in Mother Goose,” who render “ Call- 
fornia” and other choruses with all imaginable zest. 

“Alt's Button,“ Mr. W. A. Darlington's extravaganza, makes a much 
better play than a book. In the production at the Princes, it goes with a 
swing, there being no dull patches. It is dificult, however, to say how 
much of that is due to the dramatist, and how much to Mr. Tubby Edlin, 
who is magnificentas Alf. Miss Hazel Jones renders good assistance as 
the lady with whom he is “ walking out.“ 

The revival of that old favourite, “ Treasure Island,” at the Strand, 
was enthusiastically welcomed by several; hundred children, whore 
excitement at the more thrilling episodes of the play was shown by their 
shouted advice to the characters. Fortunately virtue triumphed at the 
end had it been otherwise, Silver's crew of pirates would undoubtedly 
have been attacked and boarded by pugnacious juveniles in the audience ' 
The revival isan excellent one, and) Mr. Arthur Bourchier has further 
strengthened his remarkable performance as the evil but somehow 
attractive Barbecue.” 

Barrie's dolightful fantasy, A7 Kiss for Cinderella.” has been 
revived, for matinées only, at the Haymarket. Miss Hilda Trevelyan 
heads a delightful cast, and Mr. Norman Mekinnel is immense as the 
policeman-monarch. ; 

The fourth consecutive revival of “The Windmill Man was 
enthusiastically received at the Victoria Palace. Mr. Bert Coote con- 
tinues to score in bis fantastic impersonation of the Mad Gardener, and 
is well supported by a cast of talented juveniles, 

Remarkable accounts are to hand of the work of Mr. Morris Sapir, a 
young Russo-Jewish artist, who has been ia this countryfonly a short 
time. The non-Jewish critics are enthusiastic over the art of Mr. Sapir, 
who is styled by one of them The Russian Will Fyffe." Mr. Sapir writes 
bis own monologues, and is said to be equally effective in tragedy and in 
humour. He is also the possessor of a very fine baritone voice. He is a 
graduate of the Moscow Dramatic School, where, he tells me, students 
are initiated into seventeen different ways of dying Mr. Sapir has recently 
given a concert--a“one man show”;—and it is to be hoped that the 
British {public will have further opportunities of seeing at least a few 

specimens of his extensive repertoire of deaths. 

The Dramatic Section of the Stamford Hill Literary Society made an 
ambitious choice in selecting “The Importance of being Earnest” for 
their performance at the Cripplegate Institute last week. A play which 
depends so largely for its effect on the polished delivery of sparkling 
repartee is alwaysa difficult undertaking for amateurs, and it is pleasant 
to note thatthe North London players overcame the difficulties with quite 
romarkable success. 

The Dramatic Section of the Dalston Senior Literary and Social 
Society gave a performance of “The Rising Generation,” at the Albert 
Felsenstein Hall, on Sunday evening. LUCIFER.

“BY THEIR FRUITS.” 


I do not know whether it was Christmas that led to this redection, 
but I was pondering on the statement so often made by Christian 
teachers, that their ethical system is a great advance on Judaism; 
there are thousands of followers of Christianity who sincerely believe 


‘that. Very few of them know, however, that most of the doctrines 


propounded in the so-called “Sermon on the Mount are to be fouad 
in the Old Testament or the Talmud, and those that are not are 
ignored by the followers of Christianity. It has been rightly observed 
(by Mr. Paul Goodman in “The Synagogue and the Church”) that, 
“after all, the real value of all ethical teachings does not lie in their 
sonorous sound and bold conception. It is in their mode ofa ation 
Only that the morals professed by anyone are to be judged.” We Jewa 
need fear no comparison when the results of the two ethical systems 
angwill-once declared that the only real Christians 
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which the founder of their religion set, in many respects an utterly 
lm practical standard. 


A FOOLISH LAW. 


The Russian philosopher, Tolstoi, who did, at any rate, make the 
attempt to reconcile Christian teachings with life, has an interesting 
.sccount in one of his books of a conversation with a Rabbi. “Some 
ume ago,” he writes, ‘I was reading in Hebrew the fifth chapter of 
Matthew with a Jewish Rabbi. At nearly every verse the Rabbi 
aid: ‘ This is in the Bible’ or This is in the Talmud,’ and he showed 
me in the Bible and in the Talmud sentences very like the declara- 
tions in the Sermon on the Mount. When we reached the worda 
resist not evil,’ the Rabbi did not say ‘ This is in the Talmud,’ but he 
asked me, with a smile, Do the Christians obey this command? Do 
they turn the other cheek?’ I had nothing to say in reply, especially. 
as at that particular time Christians, far from turning the other cheek, 
were smiting the Jews upon both cheeks, I asked him it there was 
anything similar in the Bible or in the Talmud. ‘No,’ be replied, 
‘ there is nothing like it, but, tell me, do the Christians obey this law? 
It was oniy another way of saying that the presence in the Christian 
doctrine of acommandment which noone observed, and which Christians 
themselves regarded as impracticable, is simp.y an avowal of the 
foolishness and nullity of that law. I could say nothing in reply to 
the Rabbi.” Tolstol had the frankness to confess that the one com- 
mand which is cited as the choice example of the superiority of 
Christianity over Judaism was foolish and null. I think we can leave 

it at that.
